Search on for escaped Utah inmates 


POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, Utah — A pair of Utah State Prison 
inmates remained at large Sunday after leaving a minimum security area, a 
spokesman said. Police bulletins were in effect throughout the state. 

Richard Rustad, a member of an asbestos removal crew, and Robert Ray- 
borne, a culinary worker, were last seen at the prison’s Lone Peak facility at 
6:15 p.m. Saturday, said spokesman Dave Franchina. 

They could not be located at the 8:15 p.m. inmate count and the search 
continued Sunday “generally in the Salt Lake area,” he said. 

He said people who might know either man had assured corrections officials 
they would let them know if they were contacted by the inmates, but there. was 
“nothing really warm this morning,” Franchina said. 

He said neither man could be considered dangerous “under controlled 
circumstances,” but “under uncontrolled circumstances we can’t say that.” 

How the men left the area also wasn’t known, Franchina said. 

Rustad was serving zero to five years on a theft conviction and was classified 
as a candidate for a halfway house, although he was still being held at the 
prison. He has a parole date of Oct. 8, 1991. 

“T suspect he was cleared for a community corrections center and was only 
waiting for a bed,” Franchina said. 


American hostages celebrate release 


HOUSTON — Former hostages from Iraq shouted “God Bless America!” 
and families shrieked with delight as they charged to greet each other across 
the tarmac at Ellington Air Field on Sunday. 

Former Treasury Secretary John Connally and Oscar Wyatt, the chairman 
of Coastal Corp., which financed the trip, also were mobbed by family mem- 
bers who covered their faces with lipstick-marked kisses of thanks and moved 
the men to tears. 

Connally later said talks with Saddam Hussein revealed a leader who was “a 
very tough man, but he’s not a stupid man.” 

“He said to us he had no argument with the American people, and he did not 
want a war. He wanted peace, but he wanted peace with justice and with 
dignity,” Connally said. 

Twenty-one hostages, three U.S. Embassy employees and seven family 
members stepped off a Coastal Corp. Boeing 707 before dawn Sunday to 
nearly 200 cheering relatives and friends. 


Violence marks start of intefadeh’s 4th year 


JERUSALEM — An Israeli soldier was killed and two were wounded when 
bombs exploded outside military headquarters in the occupied town of Bethle- 
hem on Sunday, the third anniversary of the Palestinian uprising. 

In other violence, an Arab was fatally shot as he tried to strangle an Israeli 
policeman and grab his rifle Sunday, the army said. Relatives said he was shot 
while standing at the door of his home. 

Soldiers also clashed with masked youths in the West Bank village of Bani 
Naim, shooting one protester in the leg, the army said. 

Two homemade bombs went off in the West Bank town of Bethlehem 
at about 6:15 p.m. as an army patrol passed the gate of the military base along 
the Jerusalem-Bethlehem highway, the army said. There were no immediate 
further details. 

Curfews confined more than a million Arabs to their homes in the occupied 
territories, some for the third straight day, in an army effort to quell violence 
on the anniversary of the intefadeh, or uprising. 

“At the moment, we have beefed up forces, and increased patrols, lookouts 
and roadblocks,” said a lieutenant enforcing the curfew on a refugee camp. 


Shuttle plumbing fixed; mission continues 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Columbia’s astronauts drained enough fluid 
from the shuttle’s clogged plumbing Sunday to avoid an early return, but 
forecasts for bad weather at a landing site threatened to shorten the mission 
anyway. 

NASA was going to bring Columbia back to Earth on Monday, a day ahead 
of schedule, if the constantly rising level of waste water could not be contained 
or the pipes unplugged. 

The astronauts reduced the amount of waste water in the storage tank to 
slightly more than 3 percent by filling 15 urine collection bags. 

That gave the crew a green light for staying in space until Tuesday as far as 
the water system was concerned, NASA said Sunday. 

But meteorologists were predicting high winds and possible rain on Tuesday 
— and even worsewweather laterin the week — at Edwards Air Force Base, 
Calif, said Mission Control spokesman James Hartsfield.

Walesa elected president in landslide 


WARSAW, Poland — Lech Walesa, the shipyard worker who helped lead 
his country out of Communism, swept to a landslide victory in Poland’s first 
popular presidential vote Sunday, according to exit polls. 

Walesa defeated emigre businessman Stanislaw Tyminski, a virtual un- 
known before the campaign, by a margin of 77 percent to 23 percent, according 
to an exit survey of 22,500 voters at 303 representative polling stations 
nationwide. 

“There are terribly difficult tasks waiting for us,” a smiling but serious 
Walesa said as he sipped a congratulatory glass of champagne before the 
television cameras and adoring supporters in Gdansk, where his Solidarity 
movement began. 

“T hope that we will be building Poland’s future together. I want to behave 
firmly, I want to firmly correct everything that is wrong, and make firm 
accounts for everything that has not been accounted for yet.” 

Tyminski declined to concede defeat immediately, saying he did not trust 
the polls. He said he would remain active in Polish polities.

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Remember Scrooge 
before it’s too late

Ebeneezer Scrooge: he was bad man 
turned good, and one of my heroes. 

Each time Dickens’ “A Christmas 
Carol” begins I hate Scrooge. What a 
jerk. 

What a selfish, mean old man. But 
my heart softens a little bit by the 
time the third ghost appears and 
takes Scrooge to his would-be grave. 

He finally changes his heart and 
uses his money and time to help Tiny 
Tim. And if Dickens’ had written “A 
Christmas Carol II,” Scrooge might 
have even used his money to pay off 
the U.S. deficit.

guy. 

The story of Scrooge actually be- 
came a reality to me when I was 14 
years old. I was inspired by Ebe- 
neezer’s change of heart and decided 
to make some changes in my own life.

I 
was pretty upset because I wanted to 
visit an older person. I like old people. 
I like to visit with my grandma and 
grandpa, but the nurse said I was as- 
signed a young man. Boring. 

“Amm,” I thought, “What would 
the reformed Scrooge do?” Well, he 
helped Tiny Tim, so maybe [d better 
go and visit Tom. 

I swallowed my selfishness and 
walked down the hall to his room. He 
smiled as I walked in. Wow. No one 
smiles when I walk into the room. 

His room was decorated with pic- 
tures of antique cars so we spent the 
next hour talking about the kinds of 
cars we wished were still around. I 
was actually having a good time. 

I can’t say my first visit with Tom 
was the greatest, but as I returned 
each week we became better friends. 
Each time I left him I felt better about 
myself and everyone else. I didn’t 
have any money to give Tom, but I 
gave him my time. I began to bea true 
Scrooge, the changed Scrooge that is. 

After about four months of visiting 
Tom, I slacked off on the weekly vis- 
its. The old Scrooge entered back into 
my heart and I found other ways to 
spend my time. 

“Bah Humbug!” I didn’t really need 
to see Tom every week so I stopped 
going. 

Still I felt guilty. It was as if 
Scrooge’s three ghosts lived with me 

— they were haunting me. “Go back 
and see Tom,” the ghosts seemed to 


say. 

“Bah Humbug!” I would say to the 
ghosts. “Leave me alone and let me 
enjoy iny own life; Tom doesn’t need 
me and I don’t need him.” 

Then one day I was thumbing 
through The Davis County Clipper, 
Bountiful’s weekly newspaper. On 
one of the inside pages there was a 
picture of Tom at his birthday party. I

A difference Efrat found in the way 
American Jews celebrate Hanukkah 
is how the presents and greet- 
ings of Christmas are in- 
corporated into Hanuk- 
kah.

“It has a simple spirituality and 
depth to it that one always enjoys and 
remembers fondly...it has an 
association with family 
warmth,” Blickman 

said. 

Like the Seder feast 
held in conjunction 
with Passover, 
Hanukkah is a festival 
of freedom, Blickman 
said, but it doesn’t 
have the rich cere- 
mony or rituals at- 
tached to it as does the 
Seder feast. 

Hanukkah has_ be-

Saltine crackers and almonds are 
not usually seen as nutcrackers, but 
Utah artists have used a play on 
words to create a different way of 
looking at nuterackers. 

The Salt Lake Art Center is one 
place where traditional nutcrackers 
stand next to unusual pieces, said La- 


farne Garff, public relations coordina- 
tor for the center. 

The crackers and nuts are one type 
of artwork in the display. They use 
both Ritz crackers and saltine crack- 
ers with hazelnuts and peanuts as ma- 
terials to create pieces of modern art, 
Garff said. 

The second type are hand-painted 
nutcrackers. The traditional 
nuterackers have different themes,

such as safari, royalty and folklore. 

“Nutcrackers . . . the exhibit’ is an 
annual event which started last 
year,” Garff said. 

“We wanted to choose a traditional 
Christmas symbol that people iden- 
tify with and love.” 

She said the nutcrackers developed 
as handcrafted art in Europe but now 
are mostly made by machine and 
mass-produced. “Some nutcrackers

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Holidays at home can be stressful

Merry Christmas! For some people 
that phrase can sound sarcastic when 
they conteniplate the challenges of 
going home for Christmas. 

Going home for Christmas, usually 
a time-honored tradition and eagerly 
anticipated event, can sometimes be 
more morose than merry. 

There are as many varieties of 
problems as there are of families and 
people. Some are forced to choose be- 
tween recently divorced parents 
when they:decide where to spend the 
holidays. Students may be forced 
back into roles they have escaped by 
coming to college. 

Maybe a death has created a painful 
hole in the traditional family Christ- 
mas gathering.. New spouses leave 
their own. families and familiar 
Christmas traditions behind and face 
new ones. Perhaps the pain’ comes 
with family financial difficulties. 

Barbara ‘Wheeler, director of the 
School of Social Work and part-time 
therapist in clinical social work in 
Provo, said the overall name of the 
problem is expectations. “We expect 
holidays to be perfect.” 

Wheeler said, “A lot of people feel 
they’re unique and no one else is fac- 
ing these difficulties, but they are 
very, very common.” 

Going home, or having family mem- 
bers come home, often creates tense 
situations as people fall back into un- 
comfortable family roles. 

Lisa Bennett, a therapist for the 
Center for Counseling Education and 
Research, said people interact to 
make a family system, and when one 
person changes roles, it affects the 
whole family. 

‘ What may have been effective asa 
child may have become ineffective as 
an adult.” 

She related the example of a daugh- 
ter who has held the family role of 
“mother’s helper.” ' 

She said if the daughter decides she 
no longer wants to fill that role when 
she comes home, preferring instead 
to snooze on the couch rather than 
slave in the kitchen, not only will the 
mother be upset, but so will other 
family members who have counted on 
that particular family member to fill 
that role. 

Bennett said it is important to rec- 
ognize what roles you play and what 
things set you off. “Pay attention. 
Ask yourself questions. Why am I do- 
ing this? You’re responsible for your- 
self, and you can’t change anyone 
else.” 

Last year, because of stressful fam- 
ily situations, Heather Buchanan, 21, 
a senior in molecular biology from Las 


Cruces, N.M., opted to spend Christ;, 


mas with cousins instead of going 
home. 

She said at the time she felt like she 
was the only one making the con- 
scious decision not to go home for 
Christmas. “People were constantly. 
coming up to me in shock, asking me 
why I wasn’t going home. But I wasa 
lot happier on my own, and I never 
have regretted doing that.” 

Buchanan said staying in Provo last 
Christmas did solve her problem, and 
this year she is going home and is 
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really excited to get there. She said 
people should not feel obligated to go 
home. 

“The holidays are a time to enjoy 
yourself. Please yourself before you 
please your family,” she said. “When 
my parents told me I wasn’t making 
them happy by not coming home, I 
pointed out that I couldn’t make them 
happy when I wasn’t happy. They 
were expecting things of me I did not 
want to do, taking me for granted, 
and I felt really pulled. ” 

Dave Rutledge, 23, majoring in 
Spanish from Boulder, Colo., has par- 
ents who are divorced. Both parents 
live in the same town, so he alternates 
his holidays between the two of them. 
His advice for dealing with the situa- 
tion is to compromise rather than try- 
ing to avoid the problem altogether. 

He said he tries not to make one 
parent feel left out, and that hopefully 
his parents are mature enough to un- 
derstand the situation they have put 
him in. 

Sarah Smith, 21, a senior in public 
relations from Boise, Idaho, had her 
family drastically changed when her 
mother remarried. Her stepfather 
brought five children to the marriage, 
adding to the four original childven. 

The first holiday after the October 
wedding was, Thanksgiving, and 
Smith, who was attending Ricks Col- 
lege at the time, said the children in 
the family had a hard time suddenly 
becoming related to each other. 

“Tt was really awkward. Everyone 
put on a happy face, but it was tense. 
ft'wasn't out-and-out war, but no one 
was relaxed.” 

Smith said she’ dicn’t™want 3 go 
home at all for Christmas after the 
tense Thanksgiving. 

“At. Ricks it was really hard be- 
cause everyone else seemed to have 
their nuclear family intact, and I 
didn’t feel like anyone would under- 
stand or even relate to my situation,” 
she said. 

Smith said she liked her stepfather, 
but the changes were hard to accept. 
She did not feel that she could talk to 
her mother about the situation. 

“For some people, the holidays are 
not something to look forward to be- 
cause it reminds them of what they do 
not have. Deep down you want to 
have the childhood Christmas you've 


always had, but things have changed, 


and you can’t have that,” she said. 

Wheeler said situations differ ac- 
cording to the individual, but she sug- 
gests talking about feelings with) par- 
ents. \ 
“Be honest about it. Don’t feel it all 
falls on your shoulders. Kids often 
feel like they have to keep both par- 
ents happy, but, they need to recog- 
nize that this is not all their problem. 
It is important to not choose guilt.” , 

Wheeler said problems are com+ 
mon. “Very few people don’t have to 
deal with it to some degree. If you’re 
aware of commonness, it’s much eas- 
ier to deal with it.” 
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One thing people can do to cut down 
on coming-home stress is to make 
short, crisp visits. “A lot of us can 
tolerate a lot for a short time,” said 
Wheeler. 

Wheeler also said that the visit by 
its very nature can’ bring on stress. 
Visitors are often physically tired 
from the drive home or from staying 
up late. 

Another factor can be not eating 
right. “We celebrate God’s birth by 
eating a lot of junk,” Wheeler said. 

In taking a spouse home for the 
first time, Wheeler advised not trying 
to play coach and to “just be yourself. 
Then the new spouse can relax.” i 

In dealing with changes in the fam- 
ily, whether it is a death, or a mission- 
ary gone from the family gathering, 
Wheeler said it is important to recog- 
nize that no Christmas will be the 
same, 

“The idea of traditions can be very 
crippling. You don’t always need 
them. Live for that moment, find joy 
in the changes,” she said. 

She said the most important thing 
is to talk about the situation and to 
avoid what she called family secrets. 
“The family needs to sit down and 
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discuss that things aren’t the same. It 
does not fill the void created by the 
missing family member, but it does 
make the family secret go away. The 
worst thing you can do is take the 
attitude of ‘let’s not talk about it.” 

Holidays can be hard on everybody 
but especially difficult for those who 
set impossible goals for a happy: 
Christmas. Too many times, Wheeler 
said, people feel in charge of making 
everybody happy. 

Another common mistake people 
make is using the holidays as a time to 
make important announcements be- 
cause the family is all together. 

“Christmas is not the time to drop 
bombs on the family. Emotions are so 
high already; it is not the time to talk 
over heavy issues,” Wheeler said. 

Michael Maughan, a counseling 
psychologist in the Counseling and 
Development Center, said one thing 
that can help is to try to focus on 
others rather than yourself, “This is 
the Christmas season and tradition- 
ally a time for giving. If we can move 
out of ourselves, even if it is a little 
thing like some kind of communica- 
tion with others, like a letter or a 
greeting, it can be effective.”

The festi- 
val took place before December 22, 
which has been the traditional date of 
the Winter Solstice, or the longest 
night of the year. By celebrating Sat- 
urnalia before the solstice, the Ro- 
mans hoped to satisfy the gods during 
the “dark hour,” or the increasingly 
shorter days before the solstice, 
Draper said. 

In addition, the Saturnalia was a 
festival of thanksgiving, and during 
the festival citizens exchanged gifts 
with each other in the hope of emulat- 
ing the gifts of the harvest that the 
gods had given them the previous fall. 
The exchanging of gifts was a tradi- 
tion which would carry over to the 
celebration of the festival of Christ- 
mas, he said. 

Previous to 386 A.D., Christmas 
had been celebrated on January 6 by 
the eastern half of the Roman empire. 
Around 380 A.D. the east accepted 
December 25 as the date of Christ- 
mas. The city of Jerusalem, however, 
held out until approximately 400 A.D. 
before adopting the 25th as the date, 
he said. 

The modern celebration date of 
Christmas, December 25th, actually 
had pagan origins, said A. Christen- 
son, a faculty member of the Humani- 
ties Department. A religious group 
called the Mithraists began to be es- 
tablished in Rome around 50 A.D., he 
said. :

Mithra was known as the “Sun of 
Righteousness” and the “Sun of 
Light,” Draper said. The obvious par- 
allels between the beliefs of 
Mithraism and those of Christianity 
led the Romans to slowly integrate 
the pagan date and festival of 
Mithraism with the celebration of the 
birth of Christ, said Christenson. 

Two other events had a profound 
effect on several Christmas tradi- 
tions, Draper said. 

The first of January was the date 
for the Roman new year celebration, 
during which lights were displayed 
outside of the homes of Roman citi- 
zens. During the new year festival, 
Romans would once again exchange 
gifts. These traditions were slowly 
transposed to the celebration of 
Christmas, he said. 

The fir, or evergreen tree, was a 
symbol of life and fertility, which both 
the Mithraists and the Teutonic in- 
vaders that fought against Rome in 
the 6th century believed in, Draper 
said. 

The Teutonic tribes also brought 
with them the tradition of a large 
feast eaten during the Christmas cel- 
ebration.

_ nate with the holiday. 
| The jolly, fat and bearded elf 
known as Santa Claus, who symbol- 
izes generosity, is derived from St. 
Nicholas, a handsome-looking 4th 
century Christian bishop from Asia 
Minor.

Cartoonist Thomas Nast completed 
Santa’s new look in 1863 with several 
drawings of a._plump Santa dressed in 
red that captured the imagination of 
the public. 

The symbolism of holly and mistle- 
toe originates from pagan ceremonies 
worshipping Saturn and the sun,

; symbolically worshipped in honor of 
the sun’s return at the Winter Sol- 
stice. The holly wreath later became 
popular in the Middle Ages as a sym- 
bol of Christ’s crown of thorns. 

Mistletoe was considered by Eu- 
ropean Celtic religious orders in the 
Middle Ages to have magical powers 
associated with good will and gen- 
erosity. The idea of using the ever- 
green tree as part of Christmas came 
from pre-Christian beliefs. The ever- 
green tree had long been used as a

‘hristmas symbolism has many origins 


symbol for eternal life by many cul- 
tures, including the Egyptians, the 
Chinese and the Hebrews. 

In Scandinavia, the custom was to 
decorate the house and barn with ev- 
ergreen branches on the New Year to 
scare away the devil. This tradition 
carried over to Germany, where Mar- 
tin Luther was the first to place an 
evergreen tree indoors as a Christ- 
mas decoration. 

The Germans would also place a 
wooden rectangular structure in their 
homes to hold Christmas ornaments, 
suchas candles and a star. By the 16th 
century, the Christmas pyramid and 
the evergreen tree had merged, be- 
coming the Christmas tree. 

The nativity scene was popularized 
by St. Francis of Assisi in 18th cen- 
tury Italy. He had recently returned 
from Bethlehem, and in an attempt to 
dramatize the story of Christ’s birth 
for his fellow friars, he built the first 
nativity scene, which is now a tradi- 
tional Christmas symbol in many 
countries. 

St. Francis also played a role in the 
first Christmas carols. The word 
“carol” originally referred to a dance 
accompanied by singing. However, 


St. Francis revised many of these car-- 


ols to be songs of praise to the Christ 


Child, in symbolism of the angels who - 


sang from heaven at Christ’s birth. . 

The symbol of the Christmas star 
dates to the birth of Christ. The Magi 
(wisemen). were guided to the Christ 
Child by a new star in the sky, and the 
star has become a symbol of hope and 
faith in God. 

Gift giving was most likely inspired 
by the Roman practice of giving pre- 
sents during the pagan worship of 
Saturn. However, Christians were 
undoubtedly influenced by the story 
of the Magi, who came to give gifts to 
the Christ Child.

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Infant pillows can be dangerous }

For children, receiving gifts can be the most 
exciting part of Christmas, but Christmas gifts can 
also be the cause of many injuries children sustain 
during the holidays. One toy to watch out for is the 
Infant Beanbag Cushion. 

The U.S. Consumer Product Safety Commission 
has recalled this product because some infants were 
found dead while sleeping on them. 

The commission has recalled 10 of these prod- 
ucts, which are all manufactured by different com- 
panies. 

The cushions, which look like baby pillows, were 
recalled in March in response to reports of infants 
dying of suffocation while sleeping on the cushions. 

The victims were three months old and younger.

The CPSC investigation began in March, and by 
September 5, thirty infant deaths were found to be 
caused by the beanbag cushions. 

The infant pillows contain plastic foam 
polystyrene beads. The beads cause a small child, 
when sleeping, to suffocate. The child appears to 
die from Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS), 
but this is not the case. 

According to the CPSC, the autopsy even re- 
ports SIDS as the cause of death. The CPSC was 
not able to prove beanbag cushions as the cause of 
death until the investigation began. The CPSC 
found that when infants were placed on the bean- 
bag pillows, they could not breathe and eventually 
suffocated. 

The CPSC warning strongly suggests that no one 
should put a sleeping infant on any of the cushions. 
The cushions are 24 inches long and 12 inches wide, 


and they are made of quilted material with various 
fabric patterns. 

The CPSC offers a toll-free number (1-800-638- 
2772) you can call to receive more information on 
the infant beanbag cushions and report any other 
problems you may find with products you give your 
children for Christmas. 

Jeanette Guymond, a representative of Kay-Bee 
Toy & Hobby, said small children should never be 
given any toys with small parts because the child 
may put the parts in his or her mouth and choke. 
Games are also labeled by age to ensure the safety 
of the child, Guymond said. 

If your child does sustain an injury you should 
contact the toy store where you purchased the 
item, and it will contact the toy supplier or manu- 
facturer. Then the manufacturer can then contact 
the CPSC to investigate the toy, Guymond said.

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Keep safety in mind 
when shopping for kids

Finding just the right gift for the 
littler people on your gift list may be 
difficult to do. It’s hard to know if a 
particular toy is safe for infants and 
older children. 

Some simple guidelines will ensure 
a youngster’s safety with a particular 


toy. 
“Take time to look at the package,” 
said Bonnie Myrup, toy lead for 


ZCMI in Orem.

of the child match the age recom- 
mended on the package. 

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission said between Jan- 
uary 1989 and September 1990, it re- 
ceived reports of 33 deaths related to 
toys. : 

Twenty of the deaths resulted from 
balloons, marbles, small balls or parts 
of toys; however, most involved bal- 
loons. 

The commission recommended that 
parents, or primary care-givers, 
stress toy safety in the home and keep 
toys with small parts away from 
younger children. 

In selecting a toy it is important to 
be aware of choking hazards. The: 
commission said, “Think big when se- 
lecting toys especially for children un- 
der age three.” 

Big toys without small parts are 
just as enjoyable to youngsters. 

When searching for a toy for an 
infant, it is important to carefully 
read the label. 

Regarding hanging crib toys, the 
commission recommends that dan- 
gling toys and toys tied to the crib be 
removed when the child is about five 
months old or is able to push up on his 
or her hands and knees. 

Since 1973 the commission has re- 
ceived 51 reports of strangulation-re- 
lated incidents involving crib toys 
strung across the crib. 

Of the many toys on the market, 
how does a shopper know which to 
buy and if it’s safe? 

Tracy Welch, buyer and training 
director for Gregory’s Toys and Ad- 
ventures, said an excellent way to 
know which toys would be a good in- 
vestment is to bring the child to the 
store and let him or her play with the 
toys on display. 

She said Gregory’s Toys and Ad- 
ventures has one of everything out of 
the package so parents can observe 
which toys the children intensely play 
with. 

As children play with toys, parents 
can read the label to see how safe the 
product would be for the child. 

“We rely on the manufacturers, 
who test the toys for safety before 
they are packaged, and label the box 
with a recommended age of the child 
who is to play with them,” said Deb- 
bie Caplan, spokesperson for Lionel
